They give sympathetic consider- 
ation to every cause in the world 
that makes a plea to their hearts 
and intellects; but all arguments 
for Catholicity are ruled out of 
court even before they are stated.

ARE WE IN NEED OF A ST. 
_ FRANCIS OF ASSISI TODAY? 


(By Marion A. Habig, O.F.M.) 


N the encyclical Rite Expiatis 

which Pope Pius XI issued April 
30, 1926, to commemorate the 
seventh centenary of the death of 
St. Francis, he wrote: “You may 
hear it said that Christianity today 
is in need of another Francis to re- 
form it. But granted that in the 
wake of this revived enthusiasm 
(brought about by the centenary 
celebrations) : mankind will allow 
Francis to teach it the ways of 
piety and sanctity; granted that all | 
men will follow and turn to account | 
in their own lives the example. 
which he, ‘the mirror of virtue, the | 
path of righteousness, and the rule | 
of conduct,’ has left us, would that. 
not avail to heal and exorcise the 
corruption of the times?” 

The Third Order 


There is no doubt, we need a re- 
turn to the principles preached by 
Francis; we need a reenactment 
of the social reform achieved by 
Francis in the thirteenth century. 
But we need not deplore the ab- 
sence of Francis of Assisi; for the 
means that he employed to restore 
healthy social conditions in his day 
are still available to us at the pre- 
ent day. This mean—one which 
the Holy See has repeatedly recom- 
mended to the Catholic world dur- 
ing the past half century—is the 
Third Order. In other words, we 
need the Third Order; we need a 
better understanding and a wider 
dissemination of the Third Order. 
As the Popes have urged us to do 
again and again, we must introduce 
the Third er into every class 
and rank of society. 

Fifty years ago, when the whole 
Catholic world was observing the 
seven hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of St. Francis, Pope Leo XIII 
issued the encyclical Auspicato 
(September 17, 1882), in which he 
proposed the Third Order as a

Existence of Beings Superior 
to Ourselves 


A decade later, Pope Leo XIII, 
recalling the encyclical Auspicato, 
and the revision of the Third Order | 
rule which followed shortly after,’ 
said: “On the happy occasion of | 
the seventh centenary of the birth 
of the illustrious founder (St. | 
Francis), we admonished the faith-| 
ful not to withhold their names 
from the roster of this sacred sol-| 
diery (the Third Order). To ren- 


more inviting and the fruits of the 
order’s activities more abundant, 
we mitigated the primitive rule and 
adapted certain points to the needs 
of the age” (April 12, 1893). 

Even a hasty perusal of this rule 
of life is sufficient to convince any- 
one acquainted with modern social 
conditions, that it is admirably 
suited to the needs of our age, An 
excellent epitome of the Third Or- 
der rule is contained in the apos- 
tolic letter Tertium Franciscalium 
of Pope Pius X, Leo’s successor 
(September 8, 1912). We cannot 
better indicate the contents of the 
Third Order rule in a few words 
than by quoting this brief summary 
and interpretation: 

“There is first of all the provi- 
sion for receiving members, that 
they must be sincere in their faith 
and of proved loyalty to the Roman 
Church and the Apostolic See, like 
Francis himself. ... 

“And lest they jeopardize that 
virtue, they are to abstain from 


From early childhood we have 
been aware of the existence of cer- 
tain beings superior to ourselves.

thee, that thy faith fail not: and thou, 
being once converted, confirm thy 
brethren.” (Luke 22: 31-32) Here 
again the Saviour assures Peter that 
the powers of evil shall not prevail 
against him, and authorizes him to 
guide and strengthen his brethren in 
the faith. 


On a previous occasion when 
Christ had secured from Peter the 
pledge of his love and loyalty, He said 
to him: “Feed My lambs . . . Feed 
My lambs ... Feed My sheep.” 


(St. John 21:15-17.) In these words 


Our Lord authorizes Peter to feed 
with the nourishing food of truth not 
only the lay members of the fold, but 
the elders in the flock, the disciples 
and the Apostles as well. 

The conferring of infallible teach- 
ing authority, centering in Peter the 
visible head of the Church, is like- 
wise evident from the words Christ 
addressed to all the Apostles: “All 
power is given to Me in heaven and 
in earth. Going, therefore, teach ye 
all nations: baptizing them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and behold 
I am with you all days, even to the 
consummation of the world.” (St. 


Matt. 28 :18-20.) 


The expression “I am with you” 


occurs altogether about ninety times, 
in the Old and New Testaments, and 


always signifies that special divine as- 
sistance will be given to guarantee 
the success of the mission assigned. 
Christ is Truth. Where Christ is, er- 
ror cannot co-exist. It is the definite 
assurance to the infant Church that 


already presented, however, are ample 


evidence to carry conviction to the 
open mind. 


How Bridge the Gap? 


A few questions now remain to be 
considered. First, a university pro- 
fessor once said to me after I had pre- 
sented the above evidence: “Father, 
I grant that the scriptural evidence 
is abundantly sufficient to show that 
Christ guaranteed to Peter and his 
fellow Apostles a guidance that would 
safeguard them from error in their 
teaching. But isn’t there quite a 
large gap from Peter to Pope Pius 
XI? What evidence is there that Pius 
XI enjoys in the twentieth century 
the immunity from error given to 
Peter in the first?” 


Let me address to my dear non- 
Catholic reader the words I addressed 
to my professional friend: The mis- 
sion which Christ gave to Peter and 
his fellow Apostles was that of teach- 
ing all nations and all mankind. It 
was to endure until the last soul shall 
be gathered into the arms of its Crea- 
tor. But Peter and his associates were 
mortal men, destined to pass away 
with their generation while their mis- 
sion was to continue. The guidance 


of Christ was, therefore, to continue 


with their successors. This is clearly 
disclosed by the words of Christ: “Be- 


hold I am with you all days even to 
the consummation of the world.” 
Since the Apostles were not to live 
until the end of the world, Christ 
promised to be with them in the per- 
‘son of their successors unto the end 
of time. 


The logic of this conclusion can be 


denied only by those who believe that 


in teaching mankind the religion of Christ was interested in saving only 


Christ, the Church will not lead the: 
world astray by teaching falsehood. 
Christ says to the Apostles in effect: 
“I the Eternal Truth, will abide with 
you, will speak and teach through 
you, and give you my unfailing guid- 
ance and assistance.” 


Christ Promises the Spirit 
of Trath 


In the same explicit way Christ 
romises to send the Holy Ghost, the . 
Dir ‘it of Truth, upon the Apostles: 
“And I will ask the Father, 


he may abide with you forever. The 
Spirit of Truth, whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth him not, 
nor knoweth him; because he shall 
abide with you, and shall be in you .. 
But the Paraclete, the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my 
name, he will teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your mind, 
whatsoever I shall have said to you.” 
(St. John 14:16-17, 26.) 

In these words Christ assures the 
infant Church of the abiding pres- 
ence of the Spirit of Truth guiding 
her in her teaching mission. This as- 


‘gurance of the Church’s unfailing 


fidelity to the teachings of her divine 
Founder is the evidence of what we 
call the infallibility of the Church as 
focussed in her supreme head, the 
pope, the successor of Peter.

I; An Infallible Bible 
Sufficient ? 


Second. A Protestant Bishop in 


/a sermon against Papal Infallibility 
recently said: 


“For my part, I have 
an infallible Bible and this is the 
only infallibility that I require.” 
While plausible at first view, such a 
statement cannot stand the test of 
scrutiny. 


Let me address myself in the fol- 
lowing kindly manner to this Bis- 
hop, as the representative of all who 
share such a view: Either, my dear 
friend, you are infallibly certain 
that your particular interpretation 
of the Bible is the correct one or you 
are not. If you maintain that you 
are infallibly certain, then you 
claim for yourself—and you cannot 
very well deny the same for every 
other reader of the Bible—a_per- 
sonal infallibility, which you deny 
only to the pope and which we claim 


comes’ a pope, while the only one 
who is not a pope is the pope him- 
self. You avoid admitting the infal- 
libility of the pope by multiplying 
infallibility by the number of read- 
ers of the Bible. 


bly certain that your interpretation 
of the whole Bible is correct, then 
of what value is it to have an infal- 
lible Bible without an infallible in- 
terpreter? In either case, your 
statement crumbles. The plain fact 
is that an infallible Bible without 
an infallible living interpreter is 
largely futile. Infallibility never 
gets from the printed pages to the 
one place it is needed, the mind of 
the reader. The myriad divisious 
within Protestantism offer ample 
evidence of the truth of this state- 


ment. 
_A Hybrid 


This fact is well stated by a non- 
Catholic writer, Mallock, in his Js 
Life Worth Living? (p. 267) “Any 
supernatural religion,” he _ says, 
“that renounces its claim to this (in- 
fallibility), it is clear, can profess 
to be a semi-revelation only. It is a 
hybrid thing, partly natural and 
partly supernatural, and it thus 
practically has all the qualities of a 
religion that is wholly natural. In 
so far it professes to be revealed, it 
of course professes to be infallible; 
but if the revealed part be in the 
first place hard to distinguish, and 
in the second place hard to under- 
stand; if it may mean many things, 
and many of these things contradic- 
tory, it might as well never have 
been made at all. To make it in any 
sense as infallible revelation, or in 
other words a revelation at all to us, 
we need a power to interpret the 
testament that shall have equal au- 
thority with that testament itself.” 

Indeed, the question might well 
be asked of those who deny the es- 
tablishment by Christ of an infal- 
lible teaching authority to safe- 
guard the unity of His Church: Do 
you not indict the intelligence of our 
divine Lord when you deny to Him 
the foresight shown by the founders 
of the Republic in providing for a 
supreme authority to interpret the 
constitution and thus safeguard the 
permanence of the Union? Is it rea- 
sonable to suppose that divine Om- 
niscience would fail to provide as 
effectively for the preservation of 
the unity of the Church as the 
founders did for the unity of the Re- 
public? 


Infringement on Intellect- 
ual Freedom? 


Third. A last question remains 
Is not the doctrine of papal infalli- 
bility an undue infringement upon 
the freedom of the intellect? Is not 
a Catholic hampered in his search 
for scientific truth by a blind de- 
grading obedience to the arrogant 
claims of an infallible Church? Here 
a distinction is necessary, There is 
a legitimate freedom and an illegiti- 
mate one. The first is the freedom of 
believing the truth. The second is 
the freedom of believing error, which 
is in reality an abuse of the mind 
and constitutes a form of intellect- 
ual anarchy, 

No one has the right to believe 
error anymore than one has the 


s'right to do wrong. The freedom of

Two Injured Nuns 
Get Compensation 
From State Board 


— 


Crookston, Minn.—Reversing a 
previous decision in the matter, the 
Industrial Commission of Minne- 
sota, Division of Workmen’s Com- 
pensation, has allowed the claims 
for compensation made by two Sis- 
ters of St. Benedict, teachers in the 
Cathedral High School here, who 
were injured about a year ago. The 
decision allows compensation dur- 
ing the time that the Sisters were 
disabled by the accidents and pro- 
vides for the payment of the doc- 
tor’s fee and the hospital bill. 

The first decision in the case, un- 
favorable to the claims of the in- 
jured Sister-teachers, turned upon 
the contention that the nuns, be- 
ing members of a religious Order 
or Congregation, could not be held 
to be employees of a parish corpor- 
ation within the meaning of the 
Workman’s Compensation Law. 

At the hearing held here on ap- 
peal from the first decision, the 
first finding of the Referee was 
that the Sister whose claim was 
serving as a test for both cases 
“was employed by the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception as 
a teacher at a weekly wage of 
$11.25, under a Minnesota contract 
of hire.” The Referee also found 
that “the employee herein sustained 
accidental injury arising out of and 
during the course of her employ- 
ment with the above named em- 
ployer,” and concluded that the 
Sister “is entitled to and she hereby 
is awarded” payment of compen- 
sation. 


Washington—The decision of the 
Industrial Commission of Minne- 
sota upholding the claims for work- 
man’s compensation made by two 
Sister-teachers of the Cathedral 
High School, Crookston, Minn., who 
were injured in the course of their 
employment, is held here to be of 
widespread interest, especially since 
it dealt with a point on which no 
previous decisions could be found. 

While the appeal was pending 
the Industrial Commission of Min- 
nesota early this summer, the Le- 
gal Department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, act- 
ing on request of Catholic author- 
ities in Crookston, Minn., began a 
search for previous decisions on 
this and similar points. The only 
case even approaching the point 
upon which the Crookston case 
turned was a decision in Michigan, 
where the claimant of compensa- 
tion for injuries was employed in 
an institution conducted by the re- 
ligious Order of which she was a 
member. In that case it was held 
that the nun was not an employee 
within the sense of the Workman’s 
Compensation Law. 

The research work done by the 
N. C. W. C. Legal Department at- 
tracted the interest of the United 
States Department of Labor to the 
point argued in the Crookston case, 
and Government officials have 
awaited the outcome of the Minne- 
sota hearing.

He 
received the Last Sacraments. 
Sleinis was not a priest and had

never studied for the Catholic 
priesthood prior to leaving the 
Church. 


A statement issued by the Very 
Rev. James A. McDonald, 0.5.A., 
pastor of St. Mary’s Church, Law- 
rence, said: “Although not a 
priest, the ‘Rev.’ Stanislaus Sleinis 
repented leading people astray and 
returned to the Roman Catholic 
Church before he died. Because of 
the scandal involved, the Bishop 
would not permit a Christian 
burial.” 

In a statement issued on his 
death bed, Sleinis said: 

“T, the undersigned, mentally 
entirely sound, want to state on 
my sick bed that I have made a 
blunderous mistake in reference to 
the independent church, deceiving 
others and taking them away from 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

“Herewith, I renounce and recall 
everything from the bottom of my 
heart, asking forgiveness of the 
Roman Catholic Church and all 
those whom I have:deceived, and 
urging them to return to the Cath- 
olic Church.” 

Police are holding two of Sleinis’ 
former parishioners in the inde- 
pendent church in connection with 
his death, which was reported to 
have been due to poisoning. 


U. S. Able To Recover 
Easier Than England, 
Believes Chesterton 


. London—The United States is in 
a better position for recovery than 
is England, in the opinion of G. K. 
Chesterton, for the reason that the 
country has an agricultural tradi- 
tion as a background, and can more 
easily return to normal. 

Mr. Chesterton spoke at the sum- 
mer conference of the Distributist 
League, of which he is president, 
held at Douai Abbey, near Reading. 

He maintained that it is neces- 
sary to return to the idea of pro- 
ducing food and owning the means 
of producing. The problem of Eng- 
land, he said, is how to deal with 
a huge, nomadic, restless, rootless 
population created by the. city, 
which cannot remember life with 
their families in close contact with 
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the earth.

Visits Fort Wayne 


Assisted by Theodore Dorsey He 


Conducts Great Open-Air Meet- 
ing at Court House. 


Speaking from a motor broad- 
casting car used in a nation wide 
tour the past 15 months covering 
$2,000 miles, David Goldstein. of 
Boston, Mass., widely known Cath- 
olic lay apostle and his capable as- 
sistant Theodore H. Dorsey of 
Baltimore, Md., addressed an audi- 
ence of several hundred persons 
Sunday night in Fort Wayne. The 
meeting was held at the south-east 
corner of the court house. Despite, 
the chilly atmosphere the crowd 
stood for more than two hours. It 
was the second appearance of Mr. 
Goldstein in the city in about 14 
years and there were a number 
in the assembly who had heard hinr 
on his previous visit. 

Campaigning for Christ he came 
with a message on the “Creden- 
tials of the Catholic Church,” giv- 
ing her history, the apostolic suc- 
cession preserved in her pontiffs 
and made special reference to the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 

Preceding the lecture Mr. Dorsey 
addressed the audience giving a 
graphic account of the tour which 
began June 14, 1931, in Boston, 
Mass. It proceeded through Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Missouri, Texas, 
Oklahoma, the states bordering on 
the Rio Grande, thence to Louis- 
liana, to and fro through California, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin. A series of 60 outdoor 
meetings were held in Iowa. The 
fall campaign began recently in 
Indiana with meetings in South 
Bend. The lecturers returned there 
on Monday where they addressed 
the students on the campus at the 
University of Notre Dame. Wed- 
nesday morning they left for 
Washington D. C., where a series 
of. meetings have been arranged 
under direction of the Most Rev. 
Michael J. Curley, archbishop of 
Baltimore, Md. Later they expect 
to conduct meetings in Baltimore 
and plan a spring campeign start- 
ing in North Carolina. 

Both Mr. Goldstein and his as- 
sistant explained that it was a 
good will tour, a part of a nation- 
wide campaign. “The speaker,” 
said Mr. Dorsey, “comes to set 
forth the doctrine, history and 
practices of the Catholic church 
with Christian charity and not in 
a belligerent spirit. His mission is 
one of good will and he is therefore 
not anti-Protestant, anti-Jewish, 
or anti-anything else. It is an en- 
deavor to enlighten the uninform- 
ed, to try and transform the mis- 
understanding which sometimes 
manifests itself in a spirit of in- 
tolerance into a sympathetic under- 
standing of what twenty or more 
millions of Americans who are 
Catholics really believe.

It would not be neeessary to quote a clergyman or 

. @ny other observant person to make the point that “most 

people of to-day are uninterested in anything worth 

while but the breadbasket and the pank account,” but 

those are words. used by the Rev. Elden H. Mills, Pres- 

byterian, of Long Island while speaking of the tendency 

to “disregard everything sacred”. The same minister 

calls our age “an age of skepticism and doubt, an age 

when national jealousy, racial prejudice and suppression 
are dragging us to civilization suicide.” 


} The Rev. Doctor 8. H. Prince, of Nova Scotia, agrees 


with Dr. Mills, for he said in a sermon on the same day: 

“The world is passing through an eclipse of faith. 
We are in the midst of an age of doubt and of universal 
questioning extending even to the ethical teachings of 
the Bible itself. A new infidelity is sweeping like a 
shadow across the land. Theology, queen of the sciences, 
looks in wonderment upon her fading throne.” 


Another clergyman, of the Lutheran faith, delivered 
himself in a similar strain on the same day. While these 
clergymen could net begin to agree on religious faith er 
practice they do read the same meaning in the trend of 
the times away from all spirttuality. The Rev. Dr. Paul 
Scherer, Lutheran, of New York, declared:

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St. Francis’ Monastery 
Breadline Aided 841,000 
NEW YORK CITY.—Sept. 26 


the establishment of the breadline 
at the St. Francis Monastery in 
West Thirty-first Street, this city. 
More than 841,000 persons have re- 
ceived alms from the hands of 
Brother Gabriel, who started the 
breadline, during the two years of 
its operation. Money and food to- 
taling $49,000 in value have been 
distributed through the monastery 
to the poor and unemployed. In ad- 
dition, Brother Gabriel has distri- 
buted 100,000 cases of clothing and 
shoes. 

The money for the support of the 
breadline has come from newspaper 


ing services in the adjoining Church 
of St. Francis, and passersby who 
observe Brother Gabriel in his work 
of charity and desire to help him. 
For the past several weeks the ex- 
penses of the breadline have been 
much greater than the contribu- 
tions and Brother Gabriel has asked 
his friends to continue their sup- 
port throughout the coming Winter. 

The breadline now numbers from 
1,200 to 1,300 persons a day. When 
Brother Gabriel gave out nickels 
and dimes the breadline numbered 
about 3,200 a day. It then dropped 
down to about 600, and now it is up 
to more than 1,200 daily. Brother 
Gabriel has appealed for cloth.ng 
for the unemployed. The demand 
for clothing always -exceeds the 
supply, and at the present time he 
is unable to supply clothing to one- 
half of those who ask for it, he 
says.

“The Catholic Actors’ Guild of 
America and I, as its president, 
extend to you our hearty endorse- 
ment of your action in revoking 
the licenses of certain burlesque 
theatres in New York,” Mr. Griffin 
wrote, 

“Almost a year ago this organi- 
zation instituted a campaign to 
close these theatres that purvey 
the basest and vilest types of ex- 
hibitions under the misnomer of 
entertainment. Not only were cer- 
tain managers flagrantly violating 
all the accepted standards of de- 
cency, but were invoking criticism 
upon the theatre in general.” 
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Finds Irish Culture 
Earliest In Europe 

Archaeological discoveries that 
may bare Ireland’s early civiliza- 
tion were reported by Professor 
Wilham Lloyd Warner of Harvard 
University, who returned from a 
three-months’ survey on the island 
for the department of anthropo- 
logy of Harvard University and the 
‘Peabody Museum. Last year he 
‘made a preliminary survey of the 
entire country and this summer, 
‘with three aides from Harvard, he 
‘began excavating in Counties 
| Westmeath and Clare. 
| The first excavations were on 
‘the grounds of an abandoned mon- 
astery at Cronnog, Westmeath, 
and Professor Warner regards the 
crumbling edifice as one of the 
earliest Christian structures in all 
Europe. Workers found an old 
lamp, a group of urns, a game 
‘board similar to.a chess board and 
Inumerous implements. Much evi- 
‘dence of Irish culture, that Pro- 
‘fessor Warner said antedated that 
of other countries, was also un- 
‘covered there. 

Professor Warner said his aim is 
‘to combine archaeological techni- 
‘que with social customs in Ireland 
now, to connect the historic past 
‘with present-day social agencies. 
Ireland, he and his colleagues be- 
lieve, was the last outpost of early 
civilizations.

A Catholic recently told me, 
a non-Catholic, that unbantiz- 
ed infants who die spend their 
eternity in the Limbo of the 
Children. What did he mean 
by the term “Limbo of the 
Children” ? 

The Limbo of the Children 
means the state of natural 
happiness enjoyed by those 
persons who die in original 
sin. St. Thomas holds that 
the children in Limbo enjoy 
a positive happiness, being 
united to God by a knowledge 
and love proportionate to 
their capacity. They do not, 
however, enjoy the Beatific 
Vision. 


Why was the title ‘“Defend- 
er of the Faith” conferred on 
Henry VIII, and why does this 
title still appear on English 
coins? Surely the King of 
England is not a defender of 
the Catholic faith and that 
was the Faith referred to 
when Henry received the title. 

The title ‘Defender of the 
Faith” was conferred on 
Henry VIII by the reigning 
Pope in consideration of a work 
against Luther, supposed to 
have been written by Henry, 
and presented by him to the 
Pope. The Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia tells us that this book, 
the “Assertio Septem Sacra- 
mentorum” was written 
against Luther and in vindica- 

tion of the Church’s dogmatic 
teaching regarding the Sacra- 
ments and the Sacrifice of the 
Mass, while the supremacy of 
the Papacy was also insisted

the Pope in his bull implies 
that the title was a personal 
one, and said that if others 
desired it they must do their 
best to deserve it in their 
turn: “You shall rejoice in 
Our Lord, Who is the giver of 
all things, for leaving such a 
perpetual and_ everlasting 
monument of your glory to 
posterity, and showing the 
way to others that if they also 
covet to be invested with such 
a title, they may study to do 
such actions, and to follow 
the steps of your most excel- 
lent Majesty.” 

However, the English Par- 
liament under Henry VIII de- 
clared the title to be heredi- 
tary. It was repealed in 1554, 
but revived again by Parlia- 
ment under Queen Elizabeth. 
Therefore, it is by the author- 
ity of Parliament and not of 
the Pope that the English 
king is still called “Defender 
of the Faith.” Yet it is also 
true that the title was origin- 
ally conferred by a Pope.

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THE POPES AND THE 
HOLY NAME SOCIETY 


BY A. MATRE, K. S. G.

POPE JULIUS Hl. A.D. 1550-1555. 


OPE JULIUS III occupied the 

see of St. Peter from February 
7, 1550, to March 23, 1555. The fol- 
lowing noteworthy events of his 
pontificate will be of interest to the 
members of the Holy Name 
Society: 

Under the pontificate of Pope 
Julius III, the Franciscans in 
Guatemala, Central America, form- 
ed their friaries and missions into 
a custody, and later into a pro- 
vince, under the patronage of the 
Holy Name, and their official seal 
bore an image of St. Bernardine of 
Siena, the great Apostle of the 
Holy Name in the Middle Ages. 

The Holy Name Devotion was at 
that time propagated im all the 
Francisan missions, and we can see 
the natives rallying around the 
banner of the Holy Name in the 
New World. At Xochimilca, near 
Mexico, the mission was named af- 
ter St. Bernardine of Siena, and 
the celebrated Spanish missionary 
and historian Bernardine de Saha- 
gun, on request of the natives, 
translated the life of the Holy 
Name Apostle Bernardine into the 
Aztec language, which was eagerly 
read by the Indians who were 
among the first to be enrolled un- 
der the banner of the Holy Name in 
Central America and Mexico. Ber- 
nardine de Sahagun labored among 
the Indians ot Mexico for sixty 
years and justly deserves the title 
of Holy Name Apostle of Mexico. 
He died in 1590. 


Emperor Charles V and his son 
Philip II, who championed the cause 
of the Holy Name movement 
throughout all of Europe, became 
interested in the advancement of 
our holy religion and the Holy 
Name devotion in Mexico where 
under their patronage, and under 
the pontificate of Julius III, was 
founded the University of Mexico. 
The decree of foundation was sign- 
ed on August 21, 1551, by the son 
of Charles V, who later reigned as 
Philip II. A kinsman of Charles V., 
Petro de Gante, a Franciscan Lay 
Brother, labored with several Flem- 
ish Franciseans among the Indians 
of Mexico. The devotion to Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, who appeared 
in 1531 to the Indian Juan Diego, 
had a powerful effect. in the in- 
crease of conversions in Mexico. 


Among the champions who 
spread the Holy Name movement 
under the pontificate of Julius III 
should be mentioned, Alphonsus de 
Castro, O. P., and Louis de Carva- 
jal, O. P., in Spain; also St. Peter 
Aleantara, O.F.M., and Archangel- 
us Puteus. The latter published a 
treatise on “The Power and Dignity 
of the Holy Name,” which appeared 
about the middle of the 16th cen- 
tury. 

Biography of Pepe Julius ITI. 


Pope Julius III was born in 
Rome, September 10, 1487. His 
family name was Giammaria Cis- 
echi del Monte. He was the son of 
a famous jurist and studied at 
Perugia and Siena. In 1512 he was 


in 1520 Bishop of Pavia. Pope Cle- 


fect of Rome. 

Pope Paul III created him Cardi- 
nal-Priest in 1536, and in 1543 
raised him to the dignity of Cardi- 
nal-Bishop. He was entrusted with 
the work preparatory to the convo- 
eation of the Council of Trent and 
was appointed first president of the 
Council which he opened at Trent 
on December 13, 1545, with a brief 
oration. | | 

After the death of Paul III, on 
November 10, 1549, he succeeded 
him on February 7, 1550, and took 
the name of Julius in memory of 
Julius II who had given the Car- 
dinal’s hat to Antonio del Monte, 
uncle of the new pontiff. 

St. Francis Xavier died under the 
pontificate of Julius ITT in 1552. In 
the Church of Bom Jesus at Goa 
there is a beautiful sarcophagus of 
silver which contains India’s great- 
est treasure, the earthly remains 
of Francis Xavier—-Holy Name 
apostle in the missien field of St. 
Thomas. 

Julius TI] was a great friend of 
St. Ignatius of Loyola and encour- 
aged the latter to found a college 
in Rome called the Collegio Ger-

Ignatius him- 
self, by papal brief, was made dir- 
ector of the College. 

Julius III was of lofty stature. 
He was mild, liberal, and the friend 
of justice and peace. To these vir- 
tues he added knowledge and elo- 
quence. He founded in Rome the 
Arch-confraternity of ‘the Holy 
Sepulchre and also granted privi- 
leges. to the Society of the Holy 
Crucifix. He died in Rome, March 
23, 1555. His tomb is in the crypt 
of the Vatican. 


HOLY NAME COMMENT 


The sons of St. Dominic and St. 
Francis have always been the great 
champions of the Holy Name So- 
ciety. The latter fostered the Holy 
Name movement in the New World 
in the earliest days. St. Francis of 
Assisi was such an ardent lover of 
the Holy Name of Jesus that he 
would smack his lips whenever he 
pronounced it, as if to taste of its 
sweetness, and would often ex- 
claim: “Let heaven and éarth bow 
down in adoration before the Name 
of the Lord”’. 

The prophecy of St. Malachy 
calls Pope Julius III] “De Corona 
Montana”, “From the Crown of the 
Mountain.”’

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LAWS OF 13 MEXICAN STATES 
AND FEDERAL DISTRICTS LIMIT 
NUMBER OF PRIESTS TO 314

Mexico City.—Thirteen States 
and the Federal District of Mexico, 
which includes Lower California, 
have now adopted laws limiting 
the number of Catholic clergy. 
The approximate population of the 
areas affected is 8,093,667 and the 
extent of the hardship faced by 
the Church can be understood when 
it is known that a total of 314 
priests must attempt to minister 
to the religious needs of all these 
people in an area of about 408,078 
square miles, 
The restrictions vary according 


one priest for every 60,000 of pop- 
ulation. 3 

The State of Vera Cruz, domi- 
nated by the radical Governor Te- 
jeda, leader of the religious per- 
secution, allows only 13 priests to 
serve a population of 1,300,000, or 
one for every 100,000. 

In the Federal District there is 
one priest for every 43,200 per- 
sons, or a total of 25 priests in the 
area which includes the National 
Capital. 

Two States, Yucatan and Chi- 
huahua, have laws limiting the 
clergy to one in every 40,000 of 
population, or nine in Yucatan, 
which has a population of 360,000, 


to the arbitrary decisions of the ,and 11 in Chihuahua for a total 
several State Legislatures. In the population of 440,000. 


State of Tabasco a law was pro- 
mulgated in 1924 forbidding any 
priest to be unmarried. The same 
year the Most Rev. Pascual Diaz 
was appointed Bishop of Tabasco. 
Soon thereafter he was compelled 
by Governor Tomas Garrido Cana- 
val to leave the State. Bishop‘ 
Diaz then became Apostolic Ad- 
ministrator of the Tabasco Diocese 
and has since been made Arch- 
bishop and Primate of Mexico. 
Lone Priest In Tabasco 

The Holy Father then named the 
Most Rev. Vincente Camacho as 
Bishop of Tabasco, but he has not 
been permitted to take possession 
of his diocese. At present a single 
Catholic priest leads a hunted life 
there attempting to perform his 
apostolic duty to 224,168 persons 
in an area of nearly 10,000 square 
miles, 

In Lower California, including 
both the Northern and Southern 
sections, two priests minister to a 
total population of 60,000 in an 
area of approximately 2,500 square 
miles. The State of Chiapas, with 


a population of 360,000, permits 


Other States’ Restrictions 

Michoacan and the State of. 
Mexico, each of which has a popu- 
lation in excess of 1,000,000, limit 
the number of clergy to one in 
every 83,000, having 33 priests 
each. 

Tamaulipas allows 12 priests to 
perform their duties within its bor- 
ders, where there reside 341,353 
persons, the ratio being one priest 
for every 28,446 persons. Sonora’s 
law provides that 16 priests shall 
serve 321,000 persons, or one in 
every 20,000. 

Nuevo Leon permits 28 priests in 
an area where 341,353 persons re- 
side, or one priest for every 15,000, 
while Hidalgo, with a population 
of 667,000, allows one priest for 
every 9,013 persons, a total of 74 
priests. In Queretaro there are 29 
priests who must provide religious 
instruction for 233,655 persons, an 
average of 8,000 to every member 
of the clergy, while Aguascalientes 
with 110,000 population permits 
only 22 priests, who must preach 
the Word of God to an average of 
5,000 persons each.

New York Mayor Orders Licenses 
of Two Burlesque Theatres Re- 
voked After ‘Catholic News’ 
Editorials Denounce 
Performances 


New York.—Following the print- 
ing of two editorials in The Catho- 
lic News here, there was accom- 
plished last week the closing of in- 
decent burlesque theatres in New 
York’s Times Square section, a 
thing which property-owners’ as- 
sociations and the clergy of vari- 
ous denominations have been try- 
ing to bring about for more than 
a year. Mayor McKee last Monday 
ordered the immediate closing of 
the Republic and Eltinge Theaters, 
which had been packing im large 
audiences for their immoral shows 
in West Forty-second Street. 


Leading New York and Brooklyn 
secular papers give recognition to 
the Catholic paper’s part in bring- 
ing about the desired end. The 
Herald Tribune quoted editorially 
The Catholic News’ arraignment 
of the “putrid theatres” and its 
demand that they be closed. The 
Times said: 

“The Mayor’s action will be his 
reply to numerous protests made 
against the shows by The Catholic 
News, members of the clergy, the 
Forty-second Street Property Own- 
ers’ Association and other civic 
groups.” 

The Brooklyn Eagle, in its edi- 
torial comment, said: 

“The ‘action of Mayon McKee is 
in response to numerous protests 
against theatrical productions— 
particularly burlesque shows—by 
The Catholic News, the city’s 
clergy, property owners on Forty- 
second street, Manhattan, and 
other civic groups.” 

Last May at a hearing before 
the Commissioner of Licenses a 
letter was read from His Eminence 
Patrick Cardinal Hayes, Archbis- 
hop of New York. In this letter 
the Cardinal, speaking in the name 
of one million citizens, begged the 
Commissioner to “deny licenses to 
such breeders of vice.” His Emin- 
ence said his attention had been 
called to the “moral menace that 
exists -in the renewal of the 
licenses." He declared, too, that 
he was ashamed to say that New 
York City “has a malodorous repu- 
tation throughout the country be- 
cause it is said anything, no mat- 
ter how foul or filthy, is tolerated 
and even licensed on the New York 

The protests of the Cardinal and 
of representatives of other relig- 
ious denominations, as well as the 
campaign of the Forty-second 
Street Property Owners’ Associa- 
tion, which stressed the deprecia- 
tion of property values due to the 
presence of the objectionable 
burlesque houses, were practically 
ignored. Three weeks ago The 
Catholic News, in an_ editorial, 
called attention to the continuation 
of disgraceful conditions, describ- 
ing the burlesque shows as exhibi- 
tions of vulgarity, obscenity, and 
blasphemy, and a carnival of im- 
morality. Last week, in another 
editorial The Catholic News noted 
that because no action had been 
taken on the protests of the Cardi- 
nal and others the moral menace 
of burlesque had spread to Brook- 
lyn and Harlem. Hope was found, 
however, in the fact that Mayor 
McKee had set in motion machin- 
ery to wipe out gambling, particu- 
larly slot machines near schools 
that were preying on children. 

“If.” said the editorial last 
week, “Mayor McKee is able to go 
after gambling in this forthright 
fashion may we not hope that the 
burlesque menace to morality will 
be handled as effectively?” ‘The 
answer to this question was prompt 
and highly satisfactory. The Mayor 
announced on Saturday he would 
take up the burlesque situation 
Monday. And on Monday he or-

We are glad to note 
that the New York Times, in an 
editorial stresses the moral menace 
of burlesque. ‘The admitted truth,’ 
says The Times, ‘is that these per- 
formances have sunk to a level of 
lewdness never before tolerated in 
this city, and not to be tolerated 
now if any standards whatever are 
to be maintained ’” 


“T have not seen any of these 
shows,” Mayor McKee, who is a 
graduate of Fordham University, 
said in a public statement, “but 
my decision is based on the general 
principle that. there will be no 
place for that filth in New York 
City. These shows have created a 
bad influence, not only morally, 
but also have resulted in the les- 
sening of real estate values in the 
neighborhood in which they exist. 
The standards of the theater will 
be those set by the people. I am 
not laying down any principle and 
I’m not a censor. If there are vio- 
lations of rules of common dec- 
ency, they will be judged on each 
specific offense.” 


Lift Tax On Parish’s 
Recreation Centers 
On Appeal of Priest 


Oshkosh, Wis. — Following an 
appeal by the Rev. William A. 
Reul, pastor of St. Mary’s church 
here, the board of review has re- 
moved from the city tax roll an 
assessment of $500 placed against 
bowling alleys and a theatre-audi- 
torlum which are part of the 
church property. 

This year, for the first time, the 
local assessor placed on the tax 
roll all church and fraternal prop- 
erties which he felt there was rea- 


son to believe were being used for 
commercial purpeses. Wherever 
any possible question could be rais- 
ed the property was listed, it was 
said, in order that there could be 
a full hearing and proper determi- 
nation of exactly what fraternal 
orders and churches should be tax- 
ed and what portions of their prop- 
erty should be taxed. Theater and 
bowling alley proprietors are said 
to have favored the tax against St. 
Mary’s church, claiming that the 
‘theatre-auditorium and bowling 
alleys competed with their estab- 
lishments. 

Father Reul told the board of re- 
view that the parish theatre and 
bowling alleys never have been
